MR. MACFIB AND THE CLBRQ-Y. 

" Wo moiit ruadily forgive that attack,'' 
says a celebrated Euglish writer, " which 
afiords us an opportunity of reaping a splen- 
did triumph. A wisa man will not sally forth 
from his doors to cudgel a fool who in in the 
act of breaking his windows by palling them 
with guineas." Mr. Macfie has not exactly 
had his windows pelted with guineas, but he 
has bad tho satisfaction of seeing an attack 
upon himself turned to his unequivocal ad- 
vantage, lie has witnessed his enemies, like 
unskilled throwers of tho boomerang, wound 
themselves with tho weapon intended for his 
destruction. He has, with the general pub 
lie, Boon an opposition to tho lecture move- 
ment dwindle down from a pretonded desire 
lor the public welfare, to a piliablo ebullition 
of clerical jealousy. Had Mr. Macfie'a as- 
sailants been content with tho anonymous 
shield, wo could only have dealt with them as 
irresponsible parties; but as they havo allowed 
their zeal to outrun their discretion, taey can- 
not expect their cloth to protect them from 
newspaper criticism — nor complain if we sug- 
gest that it would have been in much better 
taste to have left this matter to the laity. It 
is a mournful picture, truly, this unchristian 
feeling that stalks from beneath tho folds of 
tho gown and surplice — this envy struggling 
for mastery in tho breasts ol thoia whoso mis- 
sion it ib to breathe forth peace and good will 
to all men. Well has jealousy baan called 
the greeti«eyod monster; for surely nothing 
short ef a monstrosity could have so affected 
tho judgment of men who seem to be, on or- 
dinary occasions, quite compos mentis. No 
otber evil passion oould havo bo distorted the 
clerical mind — jealousy and it alone has tho 
power to destroy that knowledge acquired by 
a life of inductive reasouing, and render the 
adult as helpless to form correct ideas of ob- 
jects as the child who grasps at tho moon. 
Its baneful presence has mora than ones 
affected Iho interests of this colony ,by prevent- 
ing men of ability and worth from giving ta it 
their valuable services ; and it is because of 
this genoral tendonoy in Victoria to dopre- 
ciate the efforts of men who oome forward to 
undortake a public duty, that we are induced 
to speak ovon more strongly on this matter 
than the occasion might seem to warrant. 

Wore the arguments, or rather statements 
put forward against Mr. Macfie and tho lec- 
turing scheme bona fide omanations of public 
opinion, we might go miuutoly into tho matter 
and point out their absurd fallacies. As it 
is, the only real opposition comes in tho form 
of clerical fulmiuations from one or two de- 
nominations that aim at guiding sinners 
aright in u little different manner from tho 
system pursued by the persuasion to which 
Mr. Macfie bolonga. However trivial this 
differonce may be, it is quite sufficient to 
place this gentleman in tho pillory, becauso 
he was likely to gain some position to whieh 
a few hundred pounds would bo attached. — 
Had the reverend gentleman been a follower 
ofVoItaire, and illilorato as well as infidel, he 
would most probably have encountered but 
little opposition from tho quarter which has 
assailed him. But being a man cminontly 
qualifiod to lecture, and a clergyman of a dif- 
ferent denomination, it was only fitting that a 
sectional warfare should bo got up against 
him. 

It is rather amusing to see Mr. Macue's 
position as clergyman urged against his pos- 
ition as lecturer, while in almost tho samo 
breath, the parties who tako this ground point 
out the fact that already a distiaguisiiod Van- 
couver Island divino is satisfactorily diffusing 
colonial information in England. Now, we 
have nothing whatever to say against Bishop 
Hill's lecturing in Groat Britain; but we arc 
rather disagreeably reminded of the uncon- 
Boionnblo manner in which this gontleman 
was hoaxed, when attempting to give infor- 
mation to tho English public on a provious 
occasion. Mr. Macfie does not belong to that 
unsophisticated school who swallow every- 
thing that is placed before them, and whose 
appetite increases in proportion to tho pun- 
gency and spicincss of tho dish. Ho is a man 
as practical in his ideas as the mo3t intelli- 
gent of our laymon, and is lha possessor of a 
''hard facts" experience, which might almost 
suit Thomas Oradgrind himself. The ques- 
tion is net whether tho gentleman is a cler- 
gyman or n shoemaker; whether ho belongs to 
tho church on the hill, or tho church 
in the valley; but whether ho is fitted to 
lecture in England on tho colony 's resources. 
There has been no doubt thrown on . Mr. 
Macfie's general ability ; but it has boon 
stat»d with the insolence of ignorance, that 
he kuowi nothing of tho^ountry, If an in- 
telligent, educnted man, living iu a email 
oofotfy Uio JV.ucumor fsiat.u tor iuttf years, 
nnd during tho greater portion of that time 
making himself acquainted with tho country 
and its capacity, eauiiul affurd such informa- 
tion to intending emigrants as is desirable, 
thou Mr. MacGo had better waivo his pre- 
tensions in favor of some intolleotual prodigy, 
who has not yet visited tho island. 

Tho advisability cf sanding a lecturer to 
England has been decided by the House ol 
Assembly. So far, no public demonstration 
lias been made against it. Both the morning 
papers ngreo with the Assembly, and in tho 
nbsenco of any public opinion, worth noticing; 
to the contrary, the duty of tho other Houso 
is plain. Wo call upon tho Council, thuioforo, 
to endorse the $3,000 itom of the more popu- 
lar branch, and not givo currency to the 
statement that tho inlluenco of a few disap- 
pointed clergymen is potent enough with this 
non-elective body to have the question 
shelved. Now that tho public arc admitted 
to the debates of the Uppor House it is to be 
hoped that the Council will go another stop 
in the way of progression, and admit public 
opinion also. Su fur as his Excellency is oon- 
corned wu feel convinced that before leaving 
the colony ho will graciously carry out the 
sentiment of tho Assembly in this matter, and 
confer on Mr. iVlacfio that appointment lor 
which he has arduously preparod, and which 
ho has been for a long time led to expect. 

That it is dosirnblo to have the rote ireos 
of the colony placed beforo tho British public) 
110 ono will attempt to deny. Tho question 
whether wo shall racoivo a population of 
capitalists or cotton spinners is outside the 
subject altogether. No intelligent man with 
ordinary iutegrity would endouvor to induce 
any class of omigrants to como to tho 
country, who wero unsuitable either through 
insufficient means or unadnptudnoss of occu- 
pation, ll is by glowing and mischievous 
falsehoods that on unsuitable class ol people 
aro cruelly induced to migrate hitherto their 
own and the country's detriment. Truth is 
always the great regulator and proBerw, nnd

Ho did ant know that 
this would bo any serious objection. Wo 
would, by granting this lino bo probably 
granting an advantage to Americans to tho 
detriment of Britain, but ho bad not tbo 
slightest objection to that ; wo benefited by 
the enterprise and energy of our neighbors, 
nnd lis did not Bee why wo should not look 
alter on r own intercity. 

Mr. Cnrswell said it was all right to allow 
the telograph to be carried along the streets 
nnd highways, but ho thought even tbo hou. 
Speaker himself would not like it brought 
through his house. Besides ho did not ap- 
prove of giving them fifty yenra ; it was 
giving them too good a show. Although he 
believed in tho Americans, as they wore two 
to one on tho British, still ho thought they 
should not have tho exclusive privilege of 
talking over tho lino. 

Dr. Ilelmckon said ho would not havo the 
slightest objection to the telegraph line going 
through his house provided they would givo 
him an office ; it would bo a great advantage. 
Ah to the uso of the lino in time of war, ho 
did not soo why we should look after the in- 
loresta of Britain in this matter, they had 
done nothing for us in regard to maila or 
telegraphs, or anything else. 

Mr. Street did not like to hoar so much 
said about American nnterprise ; when Vic- 
toria was as largo and wealthy as Sun 
Francisco we might hear something about 
Victorian enterprise. (Hear, hoar.) 

Amendment carried and clause pasiod. 

Clause 2— provides for tho carrying of tho 
line across any private laud by the cousont 
ol thu owner*. 

Dr. Helmekon said his opinion was that 
the company should bavo tbo right to carry 
their lino over privato land, whethor tba 
owner was willing cr nut ; (bear, hear.) By 
a prirato property owner refusing to allow 
the line to pass over their ground, there 
might have to bo a break In tho lino. How- 
ever, as they did not ask for this ho supposed 
thu clauao might stand as road. — Clause 
passed. 

Clause 3, passed. 

Clause -J, provides that tho Company must 
commonco the work within five months alter 
the passage pi tno Act, and that iu thiitoen 
further months tho lino must bo completed) 
otherwise tho Aet shall be null and void. 

Mr. DeCosinoi said the President of tho 
Company had told him that thoy expected to 
finish tbo line in oight months from the pas- 
sage of tho Aot, but if tho leglflatuio insisted 
ou tho work boing complotod in oight or nine 
months', the company would wish a proviso to 
provide for accidents. 

Dr. Holmokon said ho thought the timo of 
18 months quite short enough; it was certain- 
ly shorter than we might havo expected. 

Tho clauso was passud with tbo addition of 
the words " of North America," after ths 
words "British provincos." 

Clause if provides that upon completion of 
tho liiia, the Company ahull havo tho qxelusivo 



with tho construction of die projected line 
across tho continent through British Colum- 
bia and the Cauadas; provided that no other 
company shall have tho right to telegraph ba 
tween this colony and the said United ytales, 
so na to impair ths aforesaid rights. 

Mr. Young moved thai isstnad of '' the 
projected line," etc, tho words "any lino 
through British torritory" be insorted. — 
Amendment carried, and clause passed. 

Clause C, provides that the Govornor of 
Vancouver Island may terminote the exclu- 
sive privilege of the Company at the expiry 
ol twelvo years, by giving six months' notice. 
Clause passed. 

Cl.nne 7, provides that tho telegraph lino 
shall ba run (rom tho City of Victoria to some 
point on tho limits of the colony between 
Nanaimo at.d Sooke. Passed. 

Clauso 8, provides that if tho Compauy 
shall fail for six months to keep tho line in 
working order, unlesB ia coso of war, they 
shall forfeit their exclusive privilege. 

Tho committe here rose and toperled pro- 
grass, to sit ngnin to-momw.

LUUAL MATTERS.

Pulford and others were 
sued for trespass, by patties holding under bills of 
salo ; Mr. Courtney appeared for defendants ; 
a gentleman— not n professional— for plaintiff. 
The plaintiff failed to prove any title to tho ground.

Exclusion, at tho Banquet. 

Editor BkiTisn Colonist.— Sir,— I havo 
been surprised to find that my respcctablo neigh- 
bours Messrs. Lestor and Gibbs havo been rofuscd 
tiekola for the approaching banquet, " becauao 
thoy aro msn of color." In an American com- 
munity I should have beeu prepared for such a 
refusal, but In a British colony 1 am indeed grsntly 
surprised, and oven moro, 1 deoply lament to see 
oven tho faintest clement of a wrong principle 
hero, which in its more full development elio- 
whero, has devastatnd ono of tho fairest countries 
on tho earth, by raisins; a war moro desolating 
than history has over chronicled. I cedo to thoso 
who havo had tho manngomenC, duo credit for 
their good intention.", but it ought over to bo re- 
membered that what is wrong in principle must 
ultimately prove mlschiovlous in practice. 1 call 
understand why a man should be refused a ticket 
bocauso ho is a drunkard or adisturborof tho peace, 
but why two of tho most respectable members of 
our community should be refused, becauso tho 
Great Creator has chosen to givo them a skin of a 
ditreront color from rny own, I am at a loss for ns 
valid reason, to show. We aro at present but at 
the dawn of our oxiatenco as a colony, and there- 
fore with a jealous cyo should wo watch tho rising 
of tin wrong among us. If wo over attain to tho 
greatness which has been predicted, it must bo by 
emulating tho parent country which has grown to 
tho mightiest empiro of the wsrld by the mainten- 
ance of tho right. It would bo gratuitous now to 
present the argument from tho anatomical, phy- 
siological, ethical, &c, aspect of the question 
which this refusal involves. 

Tho objection has long since bcon put to silence. 
But the present is n time when I feel called upon 
as a man and a British subject to conform) pub- 
licly an aot which involves n violation of Uritish 
principle and social rights — a wrong committed 
against one part of tho human family. I ahall bo 
constrained to absent myself from the Banquet 
bocauso I am in sympathy with those who nro ex- 
cluded. No ono would have rejoiced more than my- 
self to have united in doing homago to a groat and 
worthy man. No ono entertains a higher nstimalo 
than myself of His Excellency Sir James Douglas' 
attributes as a Governor— of the difficulties with 
which ho has had to cope— of tho wisdom with 
which ho has steerod his course, nnd of the lasting 
debt of gratitudo which Vancouvor and Uritish 
Columbia will owe to him; but as 1 cannot tuko a 
ticket, without in my own view at least, compro- 
mising the great principle of doiug as I would bo 
done by, I must deny myself the pleasure which 
otherwise would bo a high enjoyment.

W. L. ON CIVIC AFFAIRS, 

Editor Colonist — Sia : — It appears to mo 
that there is such an svident desire on the 
part of your morning contomporary, and the 
small clique who havo the honor of rallying un- 
der his ba nnar.nnd who seem willing to dance 
whenever he plays tho fiddle, to doprivo the 
City of Victoria of a Municipal Government, 
that 1 think it incumbent upon ovsry man 
who dasiies to promote the prospority of Vic- 
toria to ondoavsr to presurvo thsl most valu- 
able institution. Municipal Institutions have 
always keen considered a most, if not the 
most, important esgint in tho hands of Eng- 
lishmen for the preservation of that fi'mdom 
of which thoy aro so justly proud. 

Some two years ago tho people and the 
press of Victoria were unanimous in demand 
ing a Municipal Government. That privi- 
lege was accorded them. That the citiiens 
of Victsria at that timo considered that a ne- 
cessity then existed for a Municipal Govern- 
ment n fairly to be presumed. I ask, has 
that Municipal Government performed its 
duties so well, are our strsets in such per- 
fect order, is our city so thoroughly lighted, 
as to enable us to dispense with a Municipal 
Government in luture? 

It Booms to ma to bo a mngt unworthy po- 
sition for tho taxpayers of Victoria to assamu 
at the dictation of this journal to re- 
fine to pay those very taxes necessary ta 
enable the city to redeem her bonds. Tho 
citineni of Victoria, wbon nskiug for a Mu- 
nicipal Government, ceuld not possibly sup- 
pose that oven with a Mayor and Counoil the 
necessary improvements could bo carried on 
without money. If my Hicmory serves roc 
aright, your morning contemporary, soms 
fifteen months ago, was a most zsalous advo» 
cato for borrewing £5,000. He called again 
nnd again on tho City Falhors to provide 
labor or bread lor their perishing ohildron ; 
and in an outburst of generosity 1 think he 
evon suggested the giving of thoso laborers 
an additional " bit " per day, to enable thorn 
to buy shifts to protect them from tho inclom 
oncy of tho winter. And now that same 
journal bis cried itself almost hsarsc in call- 
ing upon the taxpaytrs not to pay the very 
taxes necessary to enable the Council to repay 
that money, which press and peoplo insisted, 
that they should borrow. " Consistency, 
thou art a jewel I" 

In to-day's Chronicle, wo find that paper 
aided by its friend Monitor, laboring with tho 
rue s t devoted enthusiasm to deprivo Victoria 
of a Corporation altogether. In its louder, 
I can Bad but littlo reason nnd loss logic, but 
instead, a sort of general declamation, in 
which that worthy paper frequently indulges, 
and which 1 have often thought must havo 
beon written merely for amusement, I un- 
derstand that all Englishman claim as 
their birthright the right to grumble. I have 
observed that the editor of that journal bus 
of lale availed himself of that privilege, to 
such nn extant, as justly to entitle him to be 
considorod a constitutional grumbler. The 
tlisease has evidently become chronic. His 
first and only attempt nt legislature (ss far as 
I am aware of) had tho misfortune to drop 
still-bom from tho brain which concoived it, 
and was awarded an honorable but obscure 
grave in tho waste-paper basket ol our legis- 
lature. Gone ! without even a requiem. His 
friend Monitor has giran lis somo toason for 
tho faith which is in him. Ha wants to havo 
three commissioners. Ho deos net tell us 
wliothor ho will havo them appointed or 
elected (appointed, I | resume, as he con 
descends to montion two who would bo suit- 
nblo.) Ho does not toll us whether they aro 
to be paid or whethor thoy nro to do our worlt 
gratis. Is Mr. Monitor ambitious of being 
appointed as the " non-official, intelligent, 
practical man, who is to lill tho placo of third 
commissioner, at I srusumo a moderate 
salary?" I very much mistake tho citizens of 
Victoria if they aro now found willing to 
hand over tho mansgemcnl of thoir municipal 
affaiis to any throe men appointed by our 
government, and thus virtually acknowledge 
their inability to manage their own business. 

In all tbo articles which 1 havo soon written 
upon this subject, thero is ono fact which ap- 
pears to mo to havo escaped attention, and 
tbnt ia our freo port. No other city under 
Uritish rule, as far as I know, stands in tho 
same position. A nntional government ro- 
quiroa a national revenue. As wo at prosont 
stand, Victoria is tho uatiou. Wo havo no 
import or excise duties, tho oidinury sources 
of revenue in other countries. Consequently 
our revonuo must be raised by direct taxation, 
and tho principal part ol our population 
boing centred in Victoria, it theiefoto 
falls heavier upon tho inhabitants bore than it 
otherwise would do if other portions of tho 
bland contained n fair proportion of popula- 
tion. I contend that it is unfair in discussing 
this question, to spenk of two pets of official* 
in connection with tho oily. Wo only come 
in contact with tho government officials in 
oonsequenco ol our free port ; close our port, 
onnut import nnd excise duties, and then as 
oitizons, as members of a corporation, we 
will meet with no ofiioial, no tuxes, except 
municipal- Tho only fair question open for 
the discussion of those who desiro tho public 
weal is, in my opinion— Uai Victoria bcon 
benefitted by the municipal government 1 
Havo the municipal officials done thoir duty ! 
I think that niiieteen-twoatiotha will agree 
with mo in replying in tho affirmative to the 
first question, and 1 think that tho same uuiu- 
b ir will return the same answer to the second. 
J think thuy bavo done their duty well. It 
might possibly havo been dono cheaper, but 
" Home was not built in a day." I havo yet 
to moot with a man who doas not choorfully 
concedo, that -Mr. Harris has acted during 
his mayoralty in suoli a manner as justly to 
entitle him to tho approbation and gratitude 
of his fellow-citizens, a position under tho 
oirouiiHlaucca in which ho has boon placed of. 
which any man may bo justly proud. I bo- 
I'ovn tho whole of our officials to be very 
worthy men, though I do not know any of 
them except tho lato city inspector, whom 1 
had tho pleasure of knowing aomo twolvo 
yean ugo, when occupying a very diflomnt 
position from that which lin lately held hero, 



Let ma in conclusion, again urge upon the 
citizens of Victoria to hold fast to the right 
of self-government.

Tho burial oervicc will bo then commenced, 
followed by a colobration of tho holy euchar- 
ist.

Show- Storms in tub Tropics. — Maunn 
Loa and Manna Kea, tho highest mountain 
peaks ou Hawaii, und Mt. Halcnkula, on 
Maui, are represented as now covored on 
their summits with beautiful while mantles 
of unow, tho drifts in tho gulches und valleys 
being often from 20 to 30 foot deep. Although 
not very cool hero in Honolulu, (the ther- 
mometer ranging ut night from 65° to 70°,) 
yet the presence of snow on thesu mountains 
indicate cold woather higher up, their alti- 
tude being from 10,000 t» 1-1,000 feat. There 
have been several snow storms on thorn dur- 
ing tho past few wcukj, and the 3Ceno is rep- 
resented to be onu of indescribable grandeur. 
Those living on the island where thoy occur 
can seldom see those etetms so well us thoso 
who chanco to bo passing in schooners. To 
tho former tho scene is generally obscured by 
clouds overhead ; bat to tho latter tho sight 
at a dtstanco is magnificent. As tho dark 
heavy masses of clouds roll and tumble over 
and around tho lofty summits, they drop their 
snow mantles, which lower down into minor 
molt away as last as it toucbos the surface. 
On somo occasions tho lightning, darting 
nrouud from the cold upper strata of clouds 
thrco and four miles high, to the lower and 
warmer ones, is said to be splendid, and un- 
equalled in any other country or latitude. 
Snow storms in tho tropics are among the 
most beautiful sights imaginable, ami the few 
who aro privileged to soo them, witness some 
of naturo's grandest exhibitions. — P, C. A. 

Tlio Wreck of an Emigrant Ship aud 
Los3 of Three Hundred Lives. 
It has bcon briefly announced that an emi- 
grant vessel which left Hamburg for Australia 
O short time since with between 300 and -100 
persons on board was lost on the coast of 
Holland during tno recent storms, und tbnt 
ncurly every soul on board perished. Ono of 
tho few survivors bos furnished the following 
narrative of tho wreck : — " Wo left tho city 
for sen, having un board from 31.1 to 320 pas- 
sengers, and had a lair wind. Wu had not 
been long ut sen when we encountered u 
terrible gele,rendering the ship iincontrolable. 
During the night sho stiuck forward, and with 
a terriblu shock, sho aftorwnrds struck aft. 
Tho rudder thou gave way. Wo immediately 
proceeded to cut nway the masts, but thuy 
broke off liko sticks, and their wreck beat 
great bolos in the deck, through which tho 
water poured and filled the 'tween decks. 
Another fearful crash was heard, and tho ship 
broke in two amidships. All who were in 
tho lorepart of the vessel and 'tween docks 
wore drowned, as tho ono sunk with all who 
were there and the other was full ol water. 
Thus "50 lives were sacrificed to tho waves 
in tho space of n few minutes. It was n fear- 
ful sight. Yet we could Ho nothing. The 
ufter poitiun of tho vessel uL-o sank in 
a few minutes, but was not entirely 
covered with the water. Tno lower portion 
held together, but was embedded in tho 
sandy betioui. Now, however, ono sea niter 
another rushed over the dock, tore away tho 
bulwarks, nud carried oil all who could not 
hold on firmly. Wo nil jumped into tho 
lurgest boat, whioh wa3 firmly jammed in 
between tho wrecks of the masts and water 
vessels. Behind aud beforo me lay dead and 
wounded, und among these was tho captain. 
Thus, cowering together in tho boat, exposed 
to every sea which swopt the vessel, some- 
times lying on the dead, at other times packed 
between corpses, I awaited the dawn of day. 
It was quite soven o'clock when wo saw n 
northern barque in the distance, with her 
masts cut away, but otherwise holding to- 
gether, diivo upon the strand. Her crew 
kiunchod their long-boat and fortunately suc- 
ceeded in landing. Wo followed this exam- 
ple, although our boat leaked. Men now 
enrno forth from behind tho mus'.3 nud water 
vessels, and from every corner on tho deck, 
almoit all bluo with hunger and frost, but 
anxious to gut to laud. There weie about 
tea more than tho boat would carry, but, as 
these woro passengers, somo of the crew were 
compelled to remain behind, and amongst 
those 1 was one. Tho bout I e ft us with thu 
promise that wo should soon bo fotchud from 
tho wreck. Tho boat however soon stock 
fast, and those who wuro in hor were com- 
pelled to wndc to dry land. Thu tide now 
ebbed, nnd as tho boat lay high and dry we 
were compelled to try and savo ourselves, as 
we could expect no help (rum tho shore. We 
therefore patched up a small boat, the stern 
part of which had been broken away by the 
waves, and this frail hark we launched in the 
darkness into tho sea. Tho waves fortunatoly 
drove us to tho shore, and then we got out 
nud waded towards oui comrades. Tho next 
night, like tho last, We were forced to spend 
without a shelter. On the evening of the 
uext day somo men arrived, and wu were 
conveyed to the nearest village in waggons. 
Wo thou learned that tho land was the island 
of Tersoholllllg, und hero wo remained lill 
we could bo sent to Harlingeu. Of the 300 
passungers only 24 mon and one woman urc 
saved, who, with tho remnant of the crew, arc 
reduced to a stuto of uttur destitution." 

The Executions in Idaho. — Tlio Salt 
Lake V'edtUt. of February 0th has tho follow- 
ing in referuneo to the late action of tho Vig- 
ilance Committoe in Idaho Torritsry ; 

" Tho live man hung at Virginia City weto 
in a house, mounted on bexes, and when tho 
ropes wore adjusted tho boxes woro with* 
drawn, and they dangled to their fate. Thirty 
of the committee, as the Express left, started 
for Doer Lodge in pursuit of four others, said 
to bp thero. For a lung time tho roads have 
boon rendered unsafe in cousoquence of the 
highwaymen ranging tho country, nnd the 
committee was tho only resort of a bullied, 
robbed, murdered community. Harry Pluiu- 
mcr was arrostod by the Vigilance, nnd in his 
possession was found a paper giving a list of 
the whole band and a rooord of their pro- 
ceedings. Tfiore woro some eighty-fire on 
the list, thirteen having been hung or killed, 
and tho Committee is in pursuit of the re- 
maining seventy, Plummcr, when ho was 
executed, cried like a child, and begged tor 
life. Jack Gallagher, who is well known in 
thiB community, protested his innocence, nnd 
there are many who boliovo him, Most if 
not all the culprits, woro avowed secessionists 
nnd in thoir chaste lingo, " bloody rebels." 
Boon Holm, ono ol the worst of tho clan, was 
hilatiou3 and boisterous just before tho execu- 
tion, and ns he swung oil hurrahed for Jell 
Davis in tbo most approved robel style. 
When tho Committeo attempted to nrrost 
Spanish Frank be fortified himself In u cabin 
and killed onu man, Guorgo Copely, nnd 
wounded another, The Committee then 
brought a small howitzer to boar on tho 
cabin, blow tho lop off, killed Frank, and 
then after throwing him ou the ruins, sot fire 
to tho whole concern."
